To the School Board: 
I herewith submit my annual report. 
Teachers 
This year’s list of teachers:shows three new, names, 
Miss Hester D. Waldron in the High School, Miss Shirley 


Martin in the fifth and sixth erades* and Miss Lucille . 


Seaver in the first grade. I am quite certain that’ the re- 
taining of two-thirds of our former staff has proved bene- 
ficiak to the schools. . 
Attendance 

We have had several flagrant’ cases in which parents 
illegally detained their children from school, one to work 
in the shop, one on account of alleged ill-health, and sev- 
eral from neglect of parents to have their children promptly 
treated for bodily ills. Besides these cases, it has beeu 
evident that some parents have been allowing their chil- 
dren to remaim away from school or to come late in the 
morning on account of late hours the night before. The 
law, as it seems to me, rightfully places responsibility for 
the regular attendance of children at school directly upon 
the parents. Parents who are thus negligent are doing an 
incalculable injury to their children and depriving them 
of a considerable part of their rights. 

; Health Supervision 

During the Spring of 1927 we placed the matter of 
Health Supervision in care of a trained nurse, and Mrs. 
Martha Hurd, R. N., of Derry was employed for the work. 
Mrs. Hurd did a great deal of valuable work with our 
pupils during the Spring and Fall. Unfortunately, she was 
taken ill in November and near the end of her illness re- 
signed to take up other employment. Mrs. Margaret 
Ahlgren, R. N., of Manchester has recently been employed 
and has already entered upon her duties. The teachers 
can and have been very helpful in attempting to inculcate 
health habits among the children.

School Holidays 


A study of the teachers’ records shows that in the past 
year eight or more school days were lost on account of 
holidays, bad weather, teachers’ institutes, etc. While this 
is not a poor record, it seems as though we ought to keep 
this number of days as low as possible. The expense to 
the district of operating the schools one day is considerable. 
Every day so omitted is a direct pecuniary loss. A school 
year of thirty-six weeks ought to afford one hundred and 
eighty days of actual service on the part of our teachers. 
Some districts contract with their teachers for one hundred 
and eighty days of actual service to be rendered in a period 
of thirty-seven weeks. -This seems to me an admirable 
plan and worthy of trial. 

General Observations 

I believe that we have a faithful corps of efficient 
teachers, I am sure that a great stride forward has been 
made in the matter of orderly deportment and excellent 
progress in studies. I repeat from a former report that the 
great objectives of our schools are training in health and 
character as well as in academic studies. In this way, can 
the ideal of our ancestors, the training of good citizens of 
our country, be realized.
